The cost of sewer construction was 


touched upon al the regular meeting of 
the municipal council held this fore- 
noon and the mayor said a prominent 
contractor had told him thai contrac- 
tors could lay sewers for $1.50 a fool.

Most persons so caught are ashamed of publicity, and take their medicine 
philosophically, anof a very great number of the dishonest swindlers 
manage Io escape detection. 
Post office inspectors declare that many 


conduct their dishonest business so warily, that it is almost impossible 
io set evidence on which to convict them, and others follow the law 
technically while grossly oft'ending against its merit and common honesty. 


That" sixty-eight millions o£ dollars should have been lost to the 


American mail" swindlers in 1914 proves eloquently why the practice is 
FO common in this country. In this matter experience docs not prove a 
<rood teacher, for almost everybody knows of some instance of fraud of 
the nature, or has read of court trials in which details of the shadj 
transactions have been published. 
Still, the rank and file of American

originates, and neither the federal government nor the press of the entire 
country can brin" about the total elimination of such frauds.

Either statement must 'be correct, for it is acknowledged 


throughout the world and proved by government statistics that this is 
fha home of Ihe mail swindle and the easy dupe. 
In other countries, 


schemes of a shady nature that depend on advertising for their existence 
ere dubbed '-'.American," and here the number of suckers grows from 
year to year. 


Government reports show that during the fiscal year 1914, persons 


arrested for using the mails in a scheme to defraud had reaped a total 
of £(18,000,000 from their victims, or $14,000,000 more than that secured 
in 1913 and $16,000,000 more than that obtained in 1912. The number 
of mail swindlers was 2861, but this by no means includes all. Thousands, 
if not hundreds of thousands, of Americans had been caught in such 
fraudulent schemes, and the greater number will never seek redress. 
Most persons so caught are ashamed of publicity, and take their medicine 
philosophically, and a very great number of the dishonest swindlers 
raauage to escape detection. 
Post office inspectors declare that many 


conduct their dishonest business so warily, that it is almost impossible 
to get evidence on which to convict them, and others follow the law 
technically while grossly offending against its merit and common honesty. 


That sixty-eight millions of dollars should have been lost to the 


.American mail swindlers in 1014 proves eloquently why the practice is 
so common in this country. 
In this matter experience does not prove a 


good teacher, for almost everybody knows of some instance of fraud of 
the nature, or has road of court trials in which details of the shady 
transactions have been published. 
Still, the rank and file of 
American 


citizenship encourages every get rich quick bubble that some clever crook 
originates, and neither the federal government nor the press of the entire 
country can bring about the total elimination of such frauds.

• Ing down at the old boathouse of the 
Vespers, now devoted to nothing more 
strenuous than the, acrobatic dances or 
the day, I recalled the days when Paul 
'Butler, Ralph Brazer, Dave Goddard, 
Dr. Gaga and others mada the Merrl- 
mack a-Mecca for canoeists. 
• The racing boat has long since passed 
away and while an occasional canoe is 
seen on the river, the racing canoe 
has gone as well, and now Jim 'U'alk- 
er, a. red hot oarsman of days gone by, 
Is trying his best to arouse interest in 
the latest form of water craft, the mo- 
torboat, while incidentally he recently 
attempted without success to revive in- 
tere'st In boat racing by offering a sub- 
stantial contribution toward the pur- 
chase of an eight-oared boat for a club 
.of young men in ward 7 who contem- 
plated going in for boat racing. 
But 


as one of the young men said: 
"It 


would be impossible to get eight ut 
the crowd together at one time except 
after dark." When it was announced 
that the city was going to a'ppropriato 
53000 for a Fourth of July celebration, 
an attempt was made to have the mu-

Poor Dan IB at present nursing a 


sprained ankle which was Inflicted upon 
him a few weeks ago. While laid up 
he is probably looking over the house- 
ful of trophies and medals that ho won 
in the good old days when none In 
these parts could pull a scull with him. 
One of his old time prizes that ha 
values most highly is a beautiful ami 
valuable silver service and silver tray 
that was presented by the late- J. M. 
G. Parker, father of Col. Percy Par- 
ker. 
In order to obtain complete pos- 


session of this prize It- was necessary 
to win It three successive years, tho 
contests taking place on the Fourth of 
July of each year. 
Dan won it three 


times in succession and has it yet. 


A famous sculler of olden times who 


was born in Lowell and became famous 
on the Merrimack was Johnnie Lan- 
ders, long since 
dead. 
Landers, al- 


though a native of this city, spent 
most of his life In Lynn. He was one 
of the best all-round oarsmen in New 
England. Before becoming the world's 
champion. Ed. Hanlon rowed a mem- 
orable race on the Merrimack against 
Davis. Among the world's noted oars- 
men who trained on the Mcrrlmaclc In 
days gone by were Hosmer, Lee, Mor- 
ris, Ross, Laycock, McKay. 
Johnson, 


Gander, Ham, Kennedy. Plalsted, Ten 
Eyck and, not forgetting Commodore 
Ed. Pierce of this city; of the famous 
boat "Pinafore."
